Results in Bidto Visit America 


Now that Premier Khruihchev of 
Russia has announced that he is as­ 
suming the role of "a peaceful man 
during the period of the exchange of 
visits between himself and President 
Eisenhower to the countries represent­ 
ed by each, the combined affair can be 
viewed with more assurance and an­ 
ticipation of abiding by the usual dip­ 
lomatic protocol. 
Under these conditions and courte­ 
sies the twin event takes on a m u c h 
pleasanter and far more promising as­ 
pect in Soviet-American relations than 
anything which has yet been arranged 
for dual participation In by the two 
outstanding albeit 
opposing 
w o r l d 
leaders. 
- Following his preliminary sharp ver­ 
bal clash with Vice-President N i x o n , 
Khrushchev apparently d e c i d e d to 
switch policies to more friendly treat­ 
ment of America's “number two” visi­ 
tor with the intention of winning ap­ 
proval for his several times voiced de­ 
sire to “see” the United States. T h a t 
he succeeded through a more cordial 
reception of the distinguished Ameri­ 
cans including permitting them to in­ 
spect Russia’s most secret and impor­ 
tant accomplishments was readily evi­ 
dent In President Eisenhower's almost 
immediate invitation to visit this coun­ 
try. 
The old adage that “seeing is believ­ 
ing” could play a very important part 
in shaping the future behavior and ac­ 
tions of the Russian premier following 
his visit to the United States. 
Up to now Khrushchev has never 
been in this country and perforce could 
only depend upon reports from his sub­ 
ordinates to even imagine the progress 
and contrasting way of life between 
peoples of the two countries. 
Because the Communist leader la a 
dictator holding the power of life or 
death over ail Soviet citizens, It is to

Thus by actually 
seeing the United States Khrushchev 
will no doubt observe many things 
previously unknown which will Impress 
him with a new and more accurate ap­ 
preciation of America’s g r e a t n e s s , 
strength and ability to carry out its 
determination to preserve world peace. 
Such evidences could well convince the 
Red leader of the futility of hostilities 
and the advisability of a more cooper­ 
ative policy in world affairs. 
While we Americans feel that w e 
have apprized most things concerning 
Russia correctly due to our policy of 
learning and publishing only the truth 
about all things at all times, it is pos­ 
sible that even our best informed indi­ 
vidual in the person of President Eisen­ 
hower may also discover a number of 
hitherto unknown facts about Russia 
during his tour of that nation. 
In any event the opening wide of the 
“iron curtain” to our chief executive, 
combined with an exchange visit to 
this country by Khrushchev, cannot 
help but work towards "thawing” out 
the cold war to some extent and mak­ 
ing for a general lessening of tensions 
between the populations of the world’s 
two most powerful nations. 
This in itself is well worth entering 
Into the plan, even though we as loyal 
citizens of the United States that, we 
must keep our “guard up” and be well 
prepared to meet any challenge by Rus­ 
sia at any time or place. 
Eternal vigilance combined with a 
determination and readiness to defend 
it is the price we must pay to main­ 
tain our freedom against those who 
would destroy our country from with­ 
out or within.
